(Total 
freshman  enrollment  as  shown  on  Schedule  C  includes 
freshmen  who  started  before  but  have  not  accumulated 
45  credits  to  become  sophomores.) 

Full-Time  Equivalent  (FTE) :   FTE's  are  computed  on  the  basis  of  15 
undergraduate  student  credit  hours  registered  for,  or 
12  graduate  student  credit  hours  registered  for  equal 
1  FTE  student. 

Non-Res ident  Student:   A  non-resident  student  is  one  meeting  one 
or  more  of  the  following  criteria: 

a.  Minor  unmarried  students  whose  parents  are  residents 
of  a  state  other  than  Montana. 

b.  Married  student  who  has  not  resided  in  Montana  for 
at  least  one  year  prior  to  enrolling  at  a  unit  of 
the  Montana  University  System.   The  residence  of  a 
wife  is  that  of  her  husband. 

c.  All  students  not  classified  as  resident  students 
shall  be  classified  as  non-residents  for  admission, 
fee  and  tuition  purposes.
